This letter supplements our letter of February 9, 2005 sent in response to your request for 
evidence of the disposition of criminal charges regarding our client Anthony Yanow's 
pending 1-90 application for a new permanent resident card. In this regard, transmitted 
herev^th is a certified copy of the disposition of Mr. Yanow's criminal case and a copy of 
the statutes involved. 

As you can see, Mr. Yanow has been convicted of mailing prohibited items and aiding 
and abetting the same in violation of 18 U.S.C. §2, §1716(a) and 0)(1). It is clear the 
offense of maihng "non-mailable" materials such as "reptiles," does not involve moral 
turpitude. Therefore Mr. Yanow is neither deportable nor inadmissible. See Matter ofB- 
3 I&N Dec. 27 (BIA 1948) (possession of stolen mail does not involve moral turpitude); 
Matter of Franklin, 20 I&N Dec. 867 (BIA 1994); Matter ofKhourn, 21 I&N Dec. 1041 
(BIA 1997); Matter ofL-V-C 22 I&N Dec. 594 (BIA 1999). Mailing prohibited materials 
clearly does not require evil intent. Instead, these are regulatory laws, and violations of 
regulatory laws do not involve moral turpitude and therefore do not lead to 
inadmissibility or deportability. Matter of L-V-C, supra; Ghondiashun v. INS § F. 3d. 
645 (9* Cir. 1993). See, also, INA §§ 212(a)(2) and 237(a)(2). 

As this fully responds to your request for evidence and as this evidence shows that Mr. 
Yanow is clearly neither deportable nor inadmissible, kindly send him his permanent 
resident card.
